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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant argues that Zombek does not 
address about the protocol gateway 1 16 to establish "a communication channel from the server to the wireless host through both the 
wireline network and the wireless network./'. The Office respectfully disagrees. Zombek in [0071] - [0073], and Fig. 1A-F, describes in 
more detail about protocol gateway can make the connection (corresponds to the communication channel) between wire and wireless 
network via network protocol and devices e.g. modem, cellular devices, PCS, CDMA, TDMA, GSM (Zombek , [0071], !. 1-21). Protocol 
gateway also acts as an interface between a network 1 14 and WAN 1 18 to connect wireless client 1 12 and backend server (BES) 122
